Co mpany o fficials said they 
did no t kno w what to uched o ff 
the first blast Wednesday at the 
Ing ram Industries facility in 
sparse piney wo o ds near this 
so uthwestern Mississippi v il­ 
lag e. 
The plant emplo y s 145 per­ 
so ns, mo stly wo men. 
Star shell flares and tracer 
bullets pro duced by the co m­ 
pany were set o ff and sailed 
thro ug h the sky in a spectacu­ 
lar but dang ero us display . 
They set fires in the g rass 
and pine trees o n the 2 0 -acre 
plant site, to uching o ff mo re 
ex plo sio ns as slo wly spreading 
flames 
reached 
sheds 
and 
bunkers where ex plo siv es were 
sto red. 
Ev en firemen were o rdered 
o ut o f the area when flames 
menaced a 6 0-po und drum o f 
lead sty phnate, described by 
co mpany o fficials as mo re dan­ 
g ero us than nitro g ly cerin. 
Firemen, civ il defense o ffi­ 
cials, hig hway patro lmen, sher­ 
iff’s deputies and city po lice 
fro m Gulfpo rt and Bilo x i wait­ 
ed all afterno o n and into the 


nig ht fo r the big blast o f the 
threatened drum. 
But the o nly so und was the 
crackle o f bullets in the dis­ 
tance, po pping o ff in the heat, 
and the o ccasio nal “ who o mp” 
o f an ex plo ding pho spho rus 
flare. 
Jo hn Ho g ue o f New Orleans, 
Ing ram’s plant safety super­ 
v iso r, said the first ex plo sio n 
o ccurred in a small building 
where fiv e wo men were mix ing 
chemicals to g o into star flares. 
He said all fiv e were killed. 
Mildred Carro ll, 43, o f Kiln 
said she was in a nearby build­ 
ing at the time. 
“ First I heard the ex plo sio n 
and it blew all the flares in the 
air,” she said. “ So me were 
blo wn into o ther areas, where 
black po wder and pho spho rus 
are sto red. Then I saw a big 
ball o f black smo ke, 
then 
white smo ke went up. Then all 
the star flares went up.” 
Ho g ue said the plant had “ an 
elabo rate safety sy stem we had 
to liv e by . There were federal 
inspecto rs aro und frequently .”

o bjectiv es, scien tific p ro gress an d 
military p o wer, ju st as the p o litical 
en gin e is geared fo r a sin gle o bjec­ 
tiv e, the co n tin u an ce o f the Co m­ 
mu n ist regime. 
Fo r two lo n g p erio ds after 1885 
Ru ssia’s gro wth rate in in du strial 
o u tp u t actu ally o u tdistan ced that in 
the Un ited States, Great Britain , 
Fran ce an d German y . Bu t Prin ­ 
ceto n Pro f. Cy ril E. Black’s bo o k, 
“Pro sp ects fo r So v iet So ciety ,” fo r 
o n e, do cu men ts the in disp u table fact 
that in eco n o mic dev elo p men t the 
USSR has n o t o v ertaken an y 
Western Eu ro p ean co u n try sin ce 
1917. 
The USSR is try in g to destro y o u r 
wo rld p o sitio n , bu t o n the eco n o mic 
side it has so me distan ce to go . In 
that destru ctio n , here are a few 
sp ecifics that o ccu r to me:

Ru ssia’s n atio n al in terests. 
Fo r y ears du rin g the Chin ese 
civ il war o f the 19 20s an d 19 30s, 
Mo sco w gav e its backin g to Chian g 
Kai-shek’s Natio n alist go v ern men t 
an d largely ign o red Mao Tsetu n g’s 
Co mmu n ists. That chan ged o n ly 
when it became clear in Mo sco w 
that the Co mmu n ist armies wo u ld 
win an d that Mo sco w’s in terests 
therefo re lay with Mao . Bu t all alo n g 
Ru ssia had been q u ite willin g .to 
sacrifice its ideo lo gical bro thers if 
Chian g had ap p eared the likely 
win n er. 
Du rin g the mo u n tin g Chin a-In dia 
ten sio n o f the 19 6 0s, which fin ally 
cu lmin ated in o p en warfare, the 
So v iet Un io n step p ed so lidly to the 
side o f n o n -Co mmu n ist In dia, a 
co u n try the Kremlin p lan n ers had 
decided was v ital to the ex p an sio n o f 
So v iet in flu en ce in So u thern Asia 
an d the In dian Ocean . 
When Mao o bjected, an d wo u ld 
n o t su bmit to So v iet deman ds o n this 
q u estio n , Mo sco w cu t o ff aid to 
Chin a, cau sin g a mo st disastro u s 
eco n o mic crisis. Chin a was, in a 
sen se, ex co mmu n icated. The so re 
festered mo re stro n gly as the y ears 
p ro gressed. 
Here again , it was in the Ru ssian 
n atio n al in terest to fav o r n o n - 
Co mmu n ist In dia o v er Co mmu n ist 
Chin a. So far as can be determin ed, 
the So v iet leaders, did n o t hesitate. 


In Vietn am in 19 54, the Fren ch 
were p sy cho lo gically beaten . Ho Chi 
Min h an d his Co mmu n ist fo rces 
realistically believ ed they co u ld 
hav e all 
Vietn am—So u th 
an d 
No rth—fo r the askin g. 
Bu t the Ru ssian s o rdered Ho to 
go easy o n the Fren ch, an d in sist 
o n ly o n No rth Vietn am. Fo r the 
Ru ssian n atio n al in terest deman ded 
that Mo sco w secu re Fran ce’s v o te 
again st a defen siv e allian ce aimed 
at blo ckin g the So v iet Un io n in 
Western Eu ro p e. 
Ho was u n believ ably bitter an d 
his fo llo wers are bitter to this day . 
This is p ro bably o n e reaso n Mo sco w 
has so little in flu en ce with Han o i 
n o w. Bu t it also is fu rther ev iden ce 
the Ru ssian s may be willin g to 
sacrifice No rth Vietn am o r an y 
o ther Co mmu n ist state if a deal with 
the West is co n sidered to be in the 
Ru ssian n atio n al in terest. 
.This Ru ssian attitu de giv es Mr. 
Nix o n an o p en in g o n Vietn am, o n 
Cu ba, o n the Middle East—in an y 
area in which he can p ro v e to 
Mo sco w’s leaders that what the 
Un ited States p ro p o ses is mo re in 
the Ru ssian in terest than what

Dear Dr. Lamb — With all the 
disagreemen t regardin g cho ­ 
lestero l, I wo u ld lik e y o u r o p in ­ 
io n o n treatmen t. Can cho les­ 
tero l b e han dled b y diet, o r 
sho u ld o n e lo o k at the heredity 
an gle an d b e hap p y with a co u n t 
o f o v er 400? 
Fo r y o u r in fo rmatio n I hav e 
tak en Atro mid which cau sed 
co n tin u o u s headaches an d diar­ 
rhea. Then I hav e b een o n an ­ 
o ther medicin e fo r fo u r mo n ths. 
The readin g was do wn to 360 
b u t n o w I hav e a headache day 
an d n ight. I u ssu ally feel p ep p y 
an d seem well. Sho u ld I liv e 
\y fth cho lestero l, o r is that p o s­ 
sib le? I am 70. 


Dear Reader— No t ev ery o n e 
resp o n ds the same way to 
treatmen t fo r high b lo o d cho ­ 
lestero l. I hav e b een imp ressed 
that a v ery large p ercen tage o f 
in div idu als can decrease their 
lev el o f cho lestero l b y adeq u ate 
weight redu ctio n —all ex cess 
b o dy fat. 
Weight lo ss is n o t so su ccess­ 
fu l in p eo p le who n eed to lo se 60 
p o u n ds an d o n ly lo se 10 an y 
mo re than the dietary man ­ 
agemen t o f diab etes is su ccess­ 
fu l in an o v erweight p erso n who 
lo ses o n ly a small p art o f the 
weight he n eeds to lo se. The 
cru x o f dietary man agemen t o f 
high cho lestero ls is limitin g 
y o u r to tal calo ries an d decreas­ 
in g y o u r to tal fat in tak e, p artic­ 
u larly the satu rated fats fo u n d 
in an imal fat an d lastly limitin g 
fo o ds that are high in cho lester­ 
o l. 


I might p o in t o u t tho u gh that 
ev en if y o u had n o cho lestero l at 
all in y o u r diet an d ate a lo t o f 
satu rated fat, y o u co u ld still de­ 
v elo p high b lo o d cho lestero l. 
This was p ro v ed y ears ago in 
the in div idu als who ate lo ts o f 
co co n u ts as the main stay o f 
their diet. Co co n u t o il is almo st 
all satu rated fat, y et there is 
n o cho lestero l in it. 
In gen eral mo st p eo p le who 
fo llo w a go o d diet p ro gram can 
lo wer their cho lestero l to q u ite 
satisfacto ry limits p ro v ided 
they really do en o u gh with the 
diet. Differen t diet co mb in a­ 
tio n s are n ecessary fo r differ­ 
en t p eo p le. Simp le calo rie re­ 
strictio n wo rk s fo r so me. Oth­ 
ers n eed to strictly limit calo r­ 
ies, satu rated fat an d cho les­ 
tero l. If n eed b e y o u can p u t 
y o u rself o n a diet o f fru its, v eg­ 
etab les, cereals, fo rtified sk im 
milk , 
u n creamed 
co ttage 
cheese, lean fish, an d lean fry ­ 
er chick en witho u t sk in . 


The dietary treatmen t is v ery 
imp o rtan t b ecau se a lo t o f the 
medicin es that are giv en are 
so mewhat less than satisfac­ 
to ry . Peo p le hav e the k in d o f 
difficu lty y o u are co mp lain in g 
ab o u t. Ju st b ecau se y o u hav e a 
high cho lestero l lev el do esn ’t 
mean y o u are go in g to hav e im­ 
mediate difficu lties. It is really 
o n e o f sev eral facto rs that p ro ­ 
du ce an in creased risk fo r 
athero sclero sis. So , y es, it real­ 
ly do es in crease the lik eliho o d 
that y o u are go in g to hav e p ro b ­ 
lems.

were 350 o f them. 
This week there were 5 3, a 
bed raggled bu n ch o f k id s, mo st 
p ro bably o rp han s. 
Their scho o lmates were scat­ 
tered so mewhere alo n g the 65 
miles o f Highway 1 3 fro m Thu 
Du e to the p ro v in cial cap ital o f 
An Lo c. 
So me may hav e wan d ered 
in to refu gee camp s. So me were 
led away by the No rth Viet­ 
n amese. So me may still be 
wan d erin g thro u gh the ju n gle. 
So me lie d ead in the ru in s o f 
An Lo c, o r alo n g the ro ad sid e. 
The 5 3, fro m 7 to 1 5 y ears 
o ld , are su rv iv o rs o f a remark ­ 
able ex o d u s—the attemp ted 
flight o f a who le elemen tary 
scho o l thro u gh battle lin es to 
safety . Tho se who su rv iv ed 
walk ed thro u gh shellfire fro m 
tan k s an d artillery , bo mbs 
d ro p p ed fro m 
p lan es, 
an d 
v icio u s cro ssfire. 
They were u n ited by fear, the 
in stin ct fo r su rv iv al an d their 
o wn camerad erie. 
A 1 5 -y ear-o ld p o lio crip p le, 
Lam Khu y n h, sat amid scho o l­ 
mates an d to ld o f the child ren ’s 
flight. He was still wearin g the 
same blu e p an ts an d white T- 
shirt he wo re o n the ex o d u s. 


an d held his thin bambo o 
cru tches. 
No rth Vietn amese artillery 
hit An Lo c fo r sev en d ay s. 
“We sp en t man y ho u rs in 
tren ches we had d u g in the gar­ 
d en o f the scho o l. With my legs 
twisted lik e this I co u ld co n trib­ 
u te little to the wo rk , bu t I 
tried ,” he related . 
“We were so o n all alo n e with 
o n ly two gu ard ian s becau se the 
teachers fled . There was n o ­ 
where fo r mo st o f u s to go be­ 
cau se o u r p aren ts liv ed in v il­ 
lages we had heard were al­ 
read y o ccu p ied by the No rth 
Vietn amese. On the sev en th 
d ay the shells hit the scho o l. 
“Nex t mo rn in g we fo u n d o n e 
d ead bo y an d six in ju red . The 
scho o l bu ses were bu rn in g. 
So me p eo p le to o k the wo u n d ed 
bo y s to the ho sp ital an d we 
n ev er saw them again .”

It p asses 
bey ond the orbit of Mars to be­ 
come the first sp acecraft to 
p u sh into the track less reaches 
of the ou ter solar sy stem. 
Ahead lies a months-long p as­ 
sage throu gh the hazardou s as­ 
teroid belt, a region of sp ace 
debris where an object weigh­ 
ing only a millionth of an ou nce 
cou ld 'wreck the $50 million 
sp acecraft. In December 19 73, 
it is to reach massiv e, p u zzling 
Ju p iter where titanic radiation 
storms in the p lanet’s atmos­ 
p here might tear the sp ace 
p robe ap art as it sweep s by 
tak ing measu rements with a 
battery of instru ments. 
“ It’s a big, imp ortant step — 
this first p u sh bey ond Mars,” 
said Charles F. Hall, Pioneer 10 
p roject manager at Ames Re­ 
search 
Center in 
Mou ntain 
View, Calif. 
“Bu t it’s ju st one more step 
down a p ath that we hop e ev en­ 
tu ally will tak e u s to all the 
p lanets.” 
Coincidentally , Pioneer 10’s 
milestone came one day after 
President Nix on and Sov iet 
Premier Alex ei N. Kosy gin 


signed in Moscow a treaty for 
coop erativ e v entu res in sp ace. 
One will p u t U.S. and Sov iet as­ 
tronau ts into earth orbit togeth­ 
er by 19 75. 


Since its lau nch from Cap e 
Kennedy , Fla., March 2, Pio­ 
neer 10 has been streak irq ; 
away from earth at abou t 75,- 
000 miles p er hou r—the fastest 
a man-made object ev er has 
flown. 
It 
remains 
p erfectly 
on 
cou rse, Ames controllers re­ 
p ort, and only a few minor 
p roblems, su ch as trou ble with 
a star-sighting dev ice that 
k eep s the sp acecraft oriented 
p rop erly , hav e bothered engi­ 
neers. 
After p assing Ju p iter, Pio­ 
neer will be hu rled onward by 
the p lanet’s p owerfu l grav ity , 
mak ing it, sev eral y ears from 
now, the first man-made object 
to leav e the solar sy stem. 


Centu ries later, it will wan­ 
der among the stars of the 
Milk y Way . Attached to Pio­ 
neer 10 is a gold-etched p lagu e 
with a drawing of a man and 
woman and scientific sy mbols 
which scientists hop e might tell 
beings in other worlds where 
the object came from and 
when.

An FTC sp ok esman said the 
series of orders req u esting 
docu mentation is p art of the 
commission’s information p ro­ 
gram and is not meant to imp ly 
that it believ es there is no 
docu mentation.

In the emo tio nal debate that 
led up to the narro w Senate ap­ 
pro v al, Sen. Esther Saperstein,

o f 
the 
measure, called the issue “ the 
v o te o f the century .” 
Suppo rters o f the amendment 
include wo men’s gro ups and a 
lo ng list o f pro fessio nal asso ci­ 
atio ns. The terse ban o n any 
ty pe o f discriminatio n against 
wo men has been endo rsed by 
the United Auto mo bile Wo rkers 
unio n, as well as the Steel­ 
wo rkers and Teamsters unio ns. 
Adv o cates say it wo uld o ut­ 
law discriminatio n in hiring, 
pay and many o ther areas. 
Oppo nents 
argue 
that 
it 
wo uld nullify key legal dis­ 
tinctio ns between the sex es and 


leav e wo men v ulnerable to the 
military draft. 
So me academic autho rities o n 
the co nstitutio n suggest that the 
brief, tersely wo rded pro po sal 
co uld hav e unintended but far- 
reaching effects o n many laws 
already o n the bo o ks.
